As to the largeffes that he 
P'ques himfelf on, as having been dol’d about‘»mong the 
Players at his inftance, if the cafe really is as he ftstes it, 
theie is much reafin to believe they were rather meant to 
corrupt, than reward, and that he brited the payers to re- 
bel againft the patentces with their own morcy. — 4thly, 
Thefe loyal player: did notcontemn and dfy the parent, 
tho’ they made an under-hand agreement wth the renters 
to eject tle patentees trom the theatre, and laid a {cheme 
to render the royal privilege of no value ; tho’ they have 
fince dene their utmoit to make it appear odious and arbi. 
trary 5 and have complained of the Crafismen for net 
making ther cafe an 11 fiance of the lofs of liberty. 

T think it now proper co flepover a deal ¢f ipertinent 
fluff, to come dir Giiy to that part of his tedious tcrawl, 
which feems to couneéi moft naturally with the be/ore- 
mention’d particulars; that the whole affair may be feen 
in a fingle view, and not embarafs the reader it precended 
to inform. 

In the laft pagé of his wife Epiftle, this quondam-ma- 
nager will have ir, that tleir late abfurd propofals to farm 
the patent, is an unden able proof they never intended’to 
ae in defiance of royal authoriiv. Falfe and ridiculous ! 
Were not the under-hand agreement with the renters, and 
the attempt to take pofflien of the houfe to the preju- 
dice cf the patentees, but the greateft indignitics and ccn- 
tempts of the patent ? What is the continuation of their 
mutiny, When they have been to'd the patent will be de- 
ienued by authority, but a continuance of thofe indipniues 
and contempts ? Aud what apology can they make to re- 
move the imputation ? Indeed, had their offer been made 
prior to that agreement, or to the attempr to ejedt the 
patentees, it might have been eteemed fomething like 
modefty and met. But when they had mace two un- 
fucceistul attacks on the prerogative, and were compelled 
to ofier conditions at laft, to flelter themfelvcs under the 
authority they had cefpis’d ; then to vind:cate their ccn- 
dud, and counterfeit jubmiffion, is the greare(t infult to 
common fenfe that ever was made public. Belide, where 
is the hardfhip complained of thar thete ccrd t ons are not 
agreed to ? Muft men part with their pc perry wherher 
they will or no? Or is it reafonsble to truft the fe with 
your fortune, who would h ve fe'zed on it by force ? 
Let me add, that if the patent is of no figr.'fication, why 
do they «fler {uch a laige ‘um tor the tenefit of it? And 
it it is of fume, why co they {ct themfelvcs in oppofition 
to it ? 

But, it feems, "tis thefe skiliful, careful, laborious per- 
formers are the only {upports cf the theatre, and theretore 
the management is thew right. Since this is fo plain a cafe, 
1 wonder they never put tn their claim before; and that 
the parent was not granted equally to them al—To this 
the young eaptain would be underflood to reply, That the 
great heatrs ot the players can fubmit to thole of their 
own fraternity, but not to gentiemen. Nay, he endea- 
vous to be arch too upon the occafion: he fays, the late 
managers orly fold their fhares, but not their merit; mo- 
deftiy infinuating at the fime time, that none but himéelf 
ought in juitice to fucceed them, 

After this he endeavours to prove, that the direction of 
the ftage was always in the hands of players; tho’ un- 
fortunately it appeais, by his new account, that all but the 
firft and laft patents were given to gentlemen. But, un- 
doubtedly, becaufe the great SuakesreaR Was a manager, 
the modern Piffol fhould be the fame.....’Tis worth re- 
matking, that he has fet the following words in king 
J AMEs’s patent in capitals, To MEN OF THEIR PLACE AND 
QUALITY ; taking it for granted, to be fure, that this ex- 
pieftion was not merely neutral, but fer them on an equal 
foot with the nobility, After this piece of vanity, who 
will wonder, that they fcorn to be under the management 
of private gentlemen ? 

However, I will take leave to fay, in oppofition to the 
authority of Treormitus Cinser, Comedian, thst players 
are the moft unfit to be managers of any fet of people in 
the kingdom ; and I am morally affured, there is not an 
author living, who is not of the fame opinion .... Authors 
indeed are dooked upon by thefe auguft perfonoges as 
creatures of no importance, and fo their authority will be 
fet alide at once: for tho’, as the Autient him&lf oblervcs, 
encouragement is the life of arts, and the very being ot! 
the flage is owing to their Isbours, they hive never yet 
becn thought worthy of any coniideration or reward.

Mr. Mittrr’s quarrel with the patentees threé or four 
years ago, is made ule of as another circumftanceé to black- 
en the prefent managers: whereas ’tis notorioné they could 
have no concern in it ;' and if Mr. M:trer had any injuftice 
done him, ’tis owing to the players, and not the gentlermeng 
un'efs twas an injultice to take him into pay again. 

But the hideous Car¢el is complained ot as the moft in- 
fupportable grievance of all, and is reprefented as the 
ftrongeft plea for the players to do themfelves juftice, 
Any body would imagine by his ating of the cafe, that 
this terrible inftrument had never been heard of, ‘till gentle. 
men became fharers in the patent, Whereas every body 
knows this too was a piece of players policy, and is ans 
other proof, that they ought not to be trufted with the 

ianagement 5 as the yesng captain’s attempt to throw the 
odium of it on the prefent patentees, ought very juftly to 
fhake his credit in every thing befide. 

Mr. Guifrin’s difcharge is the only faét to be depe 
on, as far as I can fee, through the whole eight colamns 
in folio of an Epifile he has been fo decent as to publifh at 
Mr. Hicumore : and I believe nobody will blame the pa- 
tentees for it, when they underftand he was the ring leadet 
of this mutiny, tho’ he is now contented to ferve under 
the antiens’s colours. : 

Upon the whole, I can difcern no other motive for thi¢ 
rbellicn, but that Tneornitus Cisner, Comedian; had te-

N my Difertation upon the Daily News-papers, beguri 

in our 184th Journal, I briefly took notice of the 
prophetic file trequently ufed in them, and the great ad- 
vantages attending it. 

The next fort of ftile worthy of confideration, as be- 
ing in more frequent ule, is the dubious: in which the 
paragraphs are introduced by We hear, We are informed, 
It is jatd, It is reported, and the like. This diffident way 
of expreffion has this manifeft advantage in it, that if the 
matter related afterwards appear to be talle, as it very pro- 
babiy will, the hiftorian can readily allege, by way of ex- 
cule, that he did not affert the truth of ir, but oa barely 
mentioned it as a common report. This is a fufficient 
plea, in anfwer to any objeftor who fhall be fo weak as 
to betray his ignorance in thefe fore of writings, by come 
piaining tat he was deceived by any fuch article. But 3 
conftant coffee-houfe politician, who has made modern 
diurnal hiftory his principal ftudy, will never make fo un- 
realonable a compiaint. For every fuch adept knows, 
that thele dubious forms of f{peech generally introduce 
thofe articles of news for which there 1s little or no foun- 
dation: and therefore he is never deceived by any of them, 
but when, contrary to his expectation, he finds it trae. — 
Neither are we to imagine, that tho’ the things themfelves 
may be falls, yet that they were at leat really beard 
by feveral perfons, who were informed of them by others, 
who fayed or reported them. For all thefe incroduétory 
forms are not to be taken ftriftly and literally, but with a 
juft latirude of interpretation, according to which we muft 
tupply fume words lett out by an Hyp-oratorical elleipfis. 
For inflance He bear flands tor We think it proper that 
you ffould bear; We are informed, for We are delirous 
that you fiould be imfermed, or for We are informed by the 
following patogtaph : It as fay’d, or Is is reported, means, 
It is by cne or more perfons /ay’d or. reported, or it is 





proper to be fay’d or reparted, &c—~——1 have explained

this matter fo patticularly, ia order to vindicate my hifto- 
rical brethren, againit the reflections of fome {evere critics : 
who, not underitanding the different forts of file proper 
for the writers of News, have unreafonably charged them 
with want of veracity, even when they have taken more 
thanordinary caution, and exprefled’themfelves in the 
dubious ftile. 

The third and laft kind of ftile is the pofitive ; which, 
being moft properly the hiftorical; is much more frequent- 
ly ufed than either of the other ; and does not require any 
particular remark,
